Then the fleece, with the freeh 
aide down, should he drawn together 
closely, so that when it is folded too 
much of the inside will not be exposed. 
Two strings each way is ample and es 
little as will keep the fleece together in 
lieet shape, has rather than more should 
lie used, as a stringy lot of wool justly 
makes a bad impression upon the sorter. 
Each fleece should be tied up separate- 
ly and compactly, but not close enough 
to give it u suspiciously soggy, heavy 
feeling. 

Tliis is very apt to impress the buyer 
with the idea that tlio fleece contains 
too much oil or dirt, making it liable tn 
heavy shrinkage — the bugbear of all 
wool buying There are various kinds 
of presses ami other mechanical device* 
for doing up wool, hut the simple flat 
folding Itoard, which with eight com- 
mon hinges any farmer can mt.ke, is 
uearly always preferred by the busy 
shepherd. 

The center Itoard should be about 
twelve inches square; also the two end 
boarda, while the two sides should be 
jnst as long ns the three. A little prac- 
tice will soon teach any one how to do 
np the fleece in the neatest manner. — 
Dakota Farmer.

OKLAHOMA’S BIG INJ'JN, 

The Territory Represented by a Full- 
Hlnntled Shawnee Warrior. 

Outside of the men of national prom- 
inence, the man who attracted the most 
attention at the republican convention 
was a member of the Oklahoma delega- 
tion— a man to fame and politics here- 
tofore unknown. When the Oklahoma 
republicans met in territorial conven- 
tion, says the Chicago Herald, they de- 
parted widely from all precedent, and 
fitly chose a full-blooded American In- 
dian as one of their representatives at 
the national convention. The man 
chosen was White Turkey, chief of the 
absentee Shawnees. He is a full- 
blooded Indian and a direct descendant 
of the great Tecumseh. Ilis father was 
for many years the loader of this tribe, 
and under his guidance, in 1830, they 
left their early home in Missouri and 
went to the Sabine country, where they 
had boon promised a large grant of land 
by tjie Mexican government At the 
breaking out of the Mexican war the 
tribe migrated to the Indian territory, 
and it was while on this pilgrimage that 
White Turkey was born and received 
his name from a fowl of that descrip- 
tion soon after brought in by a hunter. 
At the breaking out of the civil war the 
Shawnees sided with the north, and 
were so persecuted by their southern 
neighbors that the entire tribe emi- 
grated to Kansas and remained until 
the war was over. Here White Turkey 
and eighty other members of the tribe 
enlisted in the Fourteenth Kansas cav- 
alry. He served two years faithfully, 
and was several times wounded. At the 
close of the war he was mustered out 
and, returning to his tribe in the ter- 
ritory, married n Shawnee girL In 1883 
he succeeded bis father as chief, and has 
since been influential in Inducing his 
subjects to adopt the ways of eiviliza-
